A Hashed and Silent Desert. 


There can be but few of the more eld- 


'erly citizens of New York who do not 
remember the "Moon Hoax" -which WHS 
perpetrated some thirty years ago by nn 
ingenious nnd impecunious) journalist. 
He meant it as ft joke, but the creclnloiis 
public devoured it at once, and for it 
long time refused to be undeceived. At 
that time, as was then well known, Her- 
seiielj the great astronomer, was at the 
Capa of Good Hope, observing the 
moon. Upon this slender basis of fact 
the arim humorist founded his hyper- 
bolical variation. It pretended to be on 
Recount of Her*ehel's discoveries, and 
the smallest"' details were givou with an 
accuracy aud minuteness worthy of Bal- 
zac" or Pojf. The public were soberly 
told of tho number and Jiz« oE the in- 
struments used, and oi the extraordinary 
carC'-Bgertin the olwervation*, the com- 
binntioM preventing of course the'possi- 
bility of error. The resulting discover 
ries were sufficiently wonderful.

be safply said that the whole of that 
pnrt of the JDOOU nhicli is tnmc-d toward 
the earth is better known, and is mapped 
out with greater topographical precis- 
ion, than are many parts of our own 
globe. When looked at with the nuked 
eve the nioon is seen to consist of 
roughness which bear .1 nule likeness to 
a human face which, according to the 
French, who have a story for everything, 
is Judas buried in the moon for his &ius. 
But when looked at with the telescope, 
the moon appears the color of trodden 
snow, or wet pluster, and the "rongh- 
ness" assumes at once thc proportions 
of mountains. Mount Dorfel and Mount 
Leibnitz, for instance, arc 2,51)0 feet 
high, and four others rise over 1,400 
feet. 
Sonic of these mountains, as 


Copernicus and Kepler, are very bright, 
and others, like Plato and Endymion, 
are almost black, or dark spots. Be- 
sides these mountain* are seen 'cirques,' 
which are not unlike our volcanoes, ami 
are some 150 miles in diameter, aud 
"raiimres" or grooves, as the term may 
be roughly translated. It is on these 
rainures that Schrootcr, the stoutest 
supporter of the Kypothesis union peo- 
ples" the moon, builds the strongest argu- 
ment. The rainures are nbont 100 in' 
number, and are from ten 'o 180 miles 
long, 1,500 "to 10,000 feet broad, and 
1,000 to 1,500 feet deep. Sehrocter con-

It hns been said that it would be im- 


possible to dis'covar any signs of vege- 
tation with a telescope 011 the jiioou. 
That would be true of a detached tree, 
for instance, but if there w ero any ex- 
tensive vegetable growths, such as an 
immense forest or prairie, they could be 
clearly seen from their color. Thus the 
Mare Crisium is of a dark green color, 
aud the Hare Granitotis is n bright 
green; Mouuo Liclitenberg is reddish, 
and the Palus Somnu is n yellow, ap- 
proaching brown. But that these colors 
have any connection with n forest or 
prairie is very improbable, for this rea- 
son: The moon has no atmosphere, and 
without nn atmosphere no form of or- 
ganized life of which we have any con- 
ception could possibly exist. It may in- 
deed be said that we are not acquainted 
with all the forms in which life mani- 
fests itself, and that would doubtless be
